“Weare often asked if children affected with chicken. 
pox, measles, mumps, whooping-cough, etc., must be kept 
out of school. The answer is emphatically Yes.” The law 
is as follows: 

“Section 7. No parent, guardian, person or persons 
having the custody of any child shall permit such child, if 
infected with any communicable disease,or has been exposed, 
to attend any public or private school.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school situation can be more definitely understood 
by the committee in charge reporting the schools under 
their special supervision. 

The chairman has visited every school, noting the con- 
dition of the school buildings, which, with one exception 
were in clean and sanitary condition. 

We think the teachers and pupils will compare favorably 
with any other town. In regard to text books. 

Our Geographies were used as closely as possible with 
the view of making a change throughout at the spring 
term. : 

We have adopted the Frye Geography. Instead of 
three books there will be but two; the first and second 
complete in one book; which will avoid so many changes 
among the pupils. The Grammar Grade prepares the 
student for the High School, in that study. Numbers 
six, seven and eight were under my special charge and with 
interest I have visited these schools from time to time. 

The Spring and Fall terms of No. 6 were taught by Miss 
Cora L. Smith of Hudson. 

Miss Smith’s labors were satisfactory to pupils and par- 
ents and good results were manifest. 

The winter school was in charge of Miss Hattie L. Ma- 
goon, a graduate of Manchester High School, and, under her 
management there is no reason why the pupils should not be 
prepared to enter the High School. This school is among 
the first in the evidence of respect for any privileges allowed 

them. 
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Destruction is not manifest. 

No. 7 school was very fortunate in their teacher for the 
Spring term. 

Miss Ida M. Crowther was a teacher of energy who in- 
fused her pupils with the same spirit. It is rare to visit a 
school of fifty one scholars governed with the precision and 
ease with which Miss Crowther managed the school, and 
credit is due the children for good deportment and prompt 
recitations. Progress seemed to be their motto. Her 
strength would not allow her to continue her work here and 
she felt obliged to give up the school at the end of the first 
term. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss N. Ger- 
trude Pyne, a graduate from the Lowell High school, with 
two years in the Normal school, and some experience in 
teaching in ungraded schools. 

This school appears anxious to advance and this desire 
should encourage the teacher. If thoroughness is consid- 
.ered by teacher and parents, progress will reward their 
efforts. 

Miss Pyne was especially careful in number work» 
which should be encouraged more in all the schools. 

No. 8, one of the largest and most varied schools in 
town, was in charge of Miss Florence C. Center of Litchfield. 
Miss Center was thoroughly qualified to answer any question 
that could be asked, in common school grades without hes- 
itation, and we feel confident that she was a conscientious 
teacher, doing her best for the welfare of her pupils. 

The suggestions in regard to visiting schools No. 1 and 
5 will apply with equal force to No. 8. Parents are most 
earnestly urged to visit the school and thereby FAcourage 
both pupils and teacher whoever she may be. 
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Your Committee in charge of districts No. 2, 3, and 4, 
although inexperienced in this line of labor, feels thoroughly 
satisfied with the advancement made in the above Schools 
the past year. 

The Spring term at district No. 2 was under the charge 
of Mr. George Robie who labored faithfully and well as was 
proved by results. 

The fall and winter terms were under the care of Miss 
Annie Babcock who captured the respect of the pupils at 
once, the enthusiasm aroused was something wonderful. 
Progress was remarkable. ; 

The three terms at district No. 3 were taught by Miss 
Ida Furber and much could be said of the steady and healthy 
advancement under her faithful care. 

The Spring term at district No. 4 was under the efficient 
supervision of Miss Lillian Miller. We received with regret 
her resignation. However we were fortunate in securing 
Miss Pearl Reid for the Fall and Winter terms. Although 
this was Miss Reid’s first experience at teaching she soon 
demonstrated her ability in that line. We feel she has 
made no mistake in choosing her vocation. 

During the year School No. 1, taught by Miss Frances 
-Barndollar, has made a good degree of advancement. Any- 
one who has visited this school during the year could scarce- 
ly fail to note these three characteristics: Neatness—shown 
especially in the appearance of the school room, excellent 
discipline, and a close application to studies, 

We consider ourselves fortunate indeed in securing and 
still retaining the services of Miss. Barndollar. 

Both the teacher and the pupils of School No. 5 have 
done excellent work. Mr. George W. Robie seems to be the 
right teacher in the right school. Mr. Robie certainly pos- 
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sesses, to a remarkable degree, the ability to remove much 
of the monotony sometimes attendant npon reading, arith- 
metic and grammar, and to make these, as well as the other 
‘subjects, alive with interest to each pupil. 

Although the number of pupils in this school is small, 
the time is fully occupied with pleasant and profitable 
work. 

‘It is not an easy matter to report the conditions in 
School No. 9 and at the same time to do justice to the work 
of pupils and teachers, on account of the frequent change of 
teachers during the year. 

_ Mr. Carroll S. King taught the Spring term here very 
creditably. 

Miss Anna Barndollar taught the Fall term, and just as 
she was fairly started in the work, and giving promise of be- 
ing a fine teacher, was offered a more lucrative position ina , 
wholly different line of work, which she accepted. 

Miss Maria Pillsbury acted as Miss Barndollar’s substi. 
tute during the remainder of the term, and great praise is 
due her for so successfully carrying out the plans of her pre- 
decessor that the work of the term was completed with but 
slight interruption. 

The strong effort made to retain Miss Pillsbuty as 
teacher in the school was without avail. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ethel Fraisher who, 
on account of her painstaking efforts, aided by her former 
experience, was enabled to accomplish much good work. 


We are pleased to state that the parents and friends take 
a decided interest in the welfare of this school, and the fact 
is equally true of Schools Nos. 1 and 5. 

We mention this for the reason that we deem it a yalu- 
able aid to teachers and pupils anda matter of great en- 
couragement to the School Board. 
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We think No. ro District, can be congratulated in hav- 
ing a school within walking distance. 

As Derry reopened her No. 3 school, the pupils near the 
border line were permitted to attend school there for the 
reasonable consideration of six dollars and twenty-five cents 
($6.25) per week, the same amount we paid for conveyance 
to No. g school the previous year. We hope the same ar- 
rangements can be made the coming year. |
